LONDON, Jan. 29.—Confirming the 
outbreak of diseases at Petrograd, the 
correspondent there of The Times says 
the population is being decimated. The 
epidemic is attributed to the extreme 
shortage of food and adulteratian with 
all kinds of injurious admixtures. Va- 
rious forms of typhus, as well as small- 
pox, are rampant. 

Moreover, extremely unsanitary condi- 
tions now prevail in the city, while all 
the organizations concerned with public 
health have either been abolished or have 
virtually ceased operations, owing to the 
revolution.

“T left The Times because I dia not 
consider that the interests of the country 
and of the army were safe in - their: 
Lhands. -I am not: making treuble for 
trouble's sake, but I have been asked to 
speak out by a number of officers, and 
I mean to do so. Not only general offi- 
cers in high command, but many regi- 
mental: officers have come to me and 
begged me to let the country know what 
is going on. The truth is not popular in 
Downing Street, and a whiff of brezzy 
American public opinion brought to bear 
would do our War Council a world of 
good. 

** My primary object is to acquaint this 
country and the United States with the 
state of our effectives and to have them 
filled up. The country is quite solid for 
war, but a foolish dread of internal up- 
heavals prevents our Ministers from com- 
ing out into the open and revealing the, 
real situation to our people. This is why I 
have had to speak about the lack of mien 
openly, as I had to do in 1915 about the 
lack of shells. 


‘Britain Has Not Pulled Her Weight.’ 


** Put quite baldly, the truth is that as 
regards divisions placed in the field 
Britain has not pulled her weight in the 
alliéd boat. I am perfectly aware of all 
calls made on Britain's man-power. for 
munitions and for the building and 
manning of ships; but, even after. the 
fullest allowancé has been made for 
these drains, the fact still remains that 
we have not used our man-power as 
fully as, for instance, France and Serbia 
have used theirs. 

“You have only got to come back from 
France tv Engiand and look about you 
in the streets to be instantly struck by 
two things: The enormous numter of 
perfectly able-bddied young men and 
the comparatively smail number of 
women whom you see in mourning. 
This phenomenon is not surprising when 
one remembers that our total vasualties 
in killed, wounded, and missing since 
the war began are but little higher than 
the number of Frencn dead. The army 
and navy have been magnificent; the 
temper of the public, of the British peo- 
ple as a whole, and-of the Colonies, has 
been admirable; but Britain kas fought 
this war with one hand tied behind 
her back. On one side we lave had a 
policy of ‘* Ca’ canny ’’ and labor unions 
deliberately limiting the output of muni- 
tions and making difficulties about re- 
absorption of wounded. and discharged 


on the other Mr. Lloyd George, who, in 
his dread of labor and his fear of strikes 
has given in to every demand of the 
labor people, and hus never ventured to 
insist on a real comb-out of factories 
and munition works.

STOCKHOLM, Jan. 28. —-A message 
from. Petrograd to Haparanda says that 
at. present negotiations are going on be- 
tween Rumania and the Central Powers 
in regarg to a separate peace. 

One'‘condition is said to be that Ruma- 
nia: should give Dobrudja to Bulgaria 
and get Bessarabia as compensation. 


LONDON, Jan. 29.— ‘The Bolshevist 
Foreign Minister, Leon Trotzky, an- 
nounced to the Congress of Workmen's 
and Soldiers’ Delegates at Petrograd 
Saturday night the decision of the Gov- 
ernment respecting the reprisals against 
Rumania. These include the breaking 
off of diplomatic relations, the seizure 
of Rumanian gold reserves in Moscow, 
and the outlawing of Lieut. Gen. Stcher- 
batcheff, the former Commander, in 
Chief on the Rumanian front. The or- 
ders, as issued officially, follow: 


First—That diplomatic relations be 
broken and that Rumanian representa- 
tives be expelled from Russia. 

Second—That the Rumanian gold re- 
serves in Moscow be seized, the Coun- 
cil being responsible to hold it and 
to return it to the Rumanian people. 

Third—That the former Commander 
in Chief of the Rumanian front, Lieut. 
Gen. Stcherbatcheff, be declared a 
rebel against the revolution and an 
enemy of the people, and is hereby out- 
lawed. 


Trotzky said that the Rumanian gold 
reserve amounted to. 1,200,000,000 rubles 
and that the custodian of this fund had 
been placed under arrest. 

It is understood that General Stcher- 
batcheff has been co-operating with the 
Rumanians in disarming Russians in 
Rumania and Bessarabia. 

Several battalions of Red Guards and 
several regiments of troops have been 
ordered to Bessarabia to reinforce the 
Bolshevist troops. According to the Ru- 
manian contention, their troops invaded 
Bessarabia in order to prevent anarchy 
at the request of the Bessarabian peo- 
ple and only occupy that territory tem- 
porarily. 

A Reuter dispatch from Petrograd 
Says, on the authority of the Commis- 
sary of National Affairs, that the Com- 
missaries will not negotiate further with 
the Ukrainian Rada and that nothing 
remains but-a relentless struggle until 
victory has been obtained by the Ukra 
fan Workmen’s and Soldiers’ Delegates.

RUMANIANS PROTECT. 
BIGMUNITIONS DEPOTS 
Army's Action in Bessarabia as 
Explained by Ramanians 
in Paris. 


Special Cable to THE New Yorx Timms. 

PARIS,. Jan, 29.—‘' Whatever happens 
Rumania Will keep faith with the Allies. 
Our people have Httle sympathy with 
the Bolshevist movement,” said Emanuel 
Antonesco, Deputy, and professor at the 
Bilcharest University, last night. With 


other leaders of the Rumantan colony 
here, M: Antonesto recently had an 
audience with Premier Clemenceau. The 
delegaticn discussed with him the news 
from the Russo-Rumanian front, and 
assured him of their. country’s loyalty. 
They were ‘teatly delighted by M. 
Clemenceau’s sympathetic attitude. 

THE New York Tmns . correspondent 
‘found M, Antonesco with his compa- 
triots in the Grand Café on the Boule- 
vard. They have quickly assimilated 
the French custom of adopting a re- 
served café table as a regular rendez- 
vous. Among them the correspondent 
noticed a ‘youngster in American uni- 
form. It was the ex-Court violinist, 
Jean Nestoresco, attached to the Y. M. 
Cc. A. organization, who gives concerts 
to our soldiers in the training camps. 
M. Antonesco said: 

‘“‘The battle between the Bolshevist 
and Rumanian forces is due to the for- 
mer’s desire to seize the big ‘munition 
depots in Bessarabia. These supplies 
were furnished by the Allies, and our 
Government had reason to believe the 
Bolsheviki intended to sell them to the 
Germans. In any case, we declined to 
allow them to be used for the further- 
ance of Bolshevism, which hag little 
support in Rumania. 

‘“‘There exists at Odessa a so-called 
Rumanian Soviet under the Presidency 
of a naturalized Rumanian of Bulgarian 
origin named Rakofsky, who had the 
impudence to proclaim himself Presi- 
dent of the Rumanian Republic. But 
our people do not take the matter seri- 
ously. Rakofsky’s followers comprise 
a small proportion of syndicalist work- 
men who left Rumania at the time of 
the German invasion. The great mass 
of the Rumanian population is agricul- 
tural and takes little ‘interest in the 
labor propaganda. As in Frence, there 
are many small proprietors who form 


a conservative element, and on the big 
estates the peasants have béen satisfied 
with their conditions of life. 

“The army was reconstituted and 
burning to avenge its former defeats; 
The ussian weakness disappointed 
ther: witterly, as it rendered aggressive 
ection impossible. But their morale re- 
mains good, and when circumstances 
permit the Rumanian forces will give 
a good account of themselves.”

Secondly, the Rumanian gold fund de- 
Posited in Moscow is declared inacces- 
sible to’ the Rumanian oligarchy. ‘The 
Soviet Government assumes reésponsi- 
bility for this fund and undertakes to 
hand it over to the Rumanian people. 

. Thirdly, the former commander of.the 
Rumanian front, General Stcherbatoh- 
eff, who has revolted against the peo- 
ple, is declared an.enemy of the people 
and an outlaw. 

The delegation of the Ukrainian gar- 
rison at Kiev, ‘which came to Petro- 
grad with the object of attaining, a 
compromise with the Smolny Institute 
.and ending civil war, has. returned. 
They once saw Stalin, Commissary for 
National Affairs, and were later to 
have seen Stalin and Trotzky, but the 
appointment was not kept, and their 
future efforts to interview the Bolshe- 
vist Ministers were fruitless, 

Krylenko has issued a long. declara- 
tion in. which the Commander in Chief 
announces his intention of fighting the 
Rada to.a. finish in order to obtain the 
complete victory of the Soviet Govern; 
Ment throughout the territory of. the 
Russian Soviet Republic. The crimeg 
of the Kiey ‘“ bourgeois Rada,” are re- 
counted at length, and the whole docu- 
ment amounts to a formal declaration 
of war. 

The news that the Rad has concluded 
peace with the Céfitral Powers is not 
yet offisially onfirmed, but the Ukrain- 
ian Government has drawn up a mani- 
festo declaring a Ukrainian independent 
Republic on the ground that immediate 
peace is necessary, and the Republic 
will live on friendly terms with its 
veighbors, Russia, Austria, Turkey, and

THE HAGUE, Jan. 29.—The. annexa- 
tionist Rhenish Westfalian Gazette in an 
editorial, headed ‘‘Czernin. and Wilson 
Hand in.Hand,"’ says from Czernin’s 
statement to the delegates it is quite 
plain that Wilson and Czernin have been 
working hand in hand a long time. It 
adds: 

‘* The Aiigthan Premier hag considered 
it. proper to take into. .his confidence 
Germany’s deadly: enemy, who from the 
beginning only ; talked of Germany's 
destruction, We are here confronted by 
a serious event.’’ 

The paper then proceeds to recount 
all that Germany has done for Austria 
during the war; how she rescued Aus- 
tria from the Russian steam roller, 
from the Serbians, the Italians; and the 
Rumanians, also in Poland dnd Galicia, 
fighting all her battles «and defeating 
all her enemies. 

The. paper argues that all this has 
béen done in the belief that the two 
countries. had a common aim. It adds 
that comment had been withheld until 
the Monday issue, and then goes on: 

“‘ One thing seems necessary, namely, 
that leading German statesmen should 
inform the German people whether they 
were informed of Czernin’s plan before- 
hand.

It adds that, the public should insist 
on speedy negotiations with the Bol- 
sheviki. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung points out 
that Lloyd George and President Wilson 
said nothing of Japan’s war aims in 
their recent speeches, although Japan 
is a valuable ally. The paper says that 
even last year Japan showed some mis- 
givings over Wilson’s message to the 
Central Powers. and that this feeling 
was renewed when fhe Entente at the 
time of the Russian revolution made 
its declarations of policy. It remarks 
that Jaan wants Tsing-tao and the 
South Sea Islands, which she now occu- 
pies, and will only recognize the right 
of self-determination for China if ‘the 
latter consents to her demands. The 
paper says that the Allies’ declarations 
Dlock Japan's war aims, but how peace 
is to be maintained if Japan keeps the 
South Sea Islands and Tsing-tao is dif- 
ficult to say, it insists. 

The paper- says that in past wars 
Japan has never achieved what she 


wanted, and go it is. understandable that 
the Japanese are afraid of securing 
nothing in this war, especially if Ger- 
mygny remains undefeated. Speaking of 
Japan’s economic future, the paper ad- 
mits that the Japanese are not entirely

REFUSED TO SEND SPEECH. 


Czernin’s Remarks Misunderstood, 
Says Berlin Tagebiatt. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Official de- 
nial was made again at thé State De- 
partment today: that any recent com- 
munication from Count: Czernin, the 
Austro-Hungarian Premier, had been re- 
ceived by President Wilson, either direct 
or through neutral diplomatic channels.

CALLS OUT MINERS 


~ 10 CLEAR TRACKS | 


A.°H. Smith Shows. How Gov- 


ernment Control of Roads 
Really Works. . 


SITUATION IS IMPROVED 


Tralfimen, Switchmen, and Clerks 
Help to Untie the Congestion 
Caused by Snow and Floods. 


The National Railroad Administration 
yesterday orderéd the heads of the rail- 
roads in the East to‘impress all available 
labor in clearing tracks, and yards of 
snow and in repairing * flood damage, 
| which was serious in Ohio, ~ Western 
Pennsylvania, and West Virginia. 

‘Early yesterday morning reports re- 
ceived here by A. H. Smith, Assistant 
Director General of Railroads, showed 
that ‘the sriow conditions in the bitumin- 
ous region of West Virginia and the 
anthracite region of Pennsylvania were 
serious. In addition a disastrous flood 
was reported on the Kanawha branch of 
the Chesapeake & Ohio and also in the 
Guyandot and Big Sandy fields. 

It was reported that it would take a 
week to repair the damage with the 
normal forces. The Ohio River was re- 
ported rising rapidly, causing damage 
by washouts to all lines reaching the 
West Virginia bituminous miné fields, 
All traffic was held up until late yes- 
terday afternoon to and from these 
mines. .Many of the mine tracks were 
put out of commission for days. Heavy 
rains on the Sagey Valley and Elkhorn 
swelled streams so that the water was 
reported: on many railroad divisions as 
being the highest ever known. 

The warmer weather melting the snow, 
and rains, also caused serious conditions 
in. thé Pennsylvania anthracite fields. 
Most of the coalyards were buried several 
feet beneath snow and slush. The main 
line of the Norfolk & Western was 
washed out at several points. There 
was rain and sleet in the southeastern 
part of Pennsylvania and more snow in 
the western part of the State. Forty- 
two inches of snew was reported from 


the main anthracite regions of the Key-/ 


stone State. Many parts of the Penn- 
sylvania system were in trouble because 
of the ice and rain. 

At noon Mr. Smith notified Director 
General of Railroads W. G. McAdoo 
that he was ‘’ impressing miners and all 
other available labor to clear sidings 
and main tracks.”’ His orders sent to 
the West Virginia section brought an 
announcement late yesterday afternoon 
that 1,100 miners had been taken from 
the mines and put on railroad work. 
Many of the railroads reported they had 
hired extra men to help clear the trans- 
portation service. 

Under the private management of 
roads, no such step as taking more than 
1,000 men from another {ndustry and 
‘putting them to clearing railroads -was 
ever taken. Under Government control 
the thing-was ordered done, and it was 
done, leaving the matter of the payment 
of the miners to be adjusted later. ‘Chis 


action was pointed to last night as show- | 


ing .strongly what advantage Govern- 
ment operation of the roads might have 
in an emergency. As a result of the 
drastic action taken, reports last night 
from many parts of the Hast: showed a 
great improvement, and it was predicted 
that if the flood danger could be con- 
trolled and moderate weather continued, 
this week would see marked improve- 


ment in the transportation situation on 
the Eastern roads. 

In the Chicago, Pittsburgh, and Buf- 
falo districts ‘trainmen, switchmen, 
clerks, and other railroad employes were 
taken from their usual work and set to 
toiling with snow shovels and torches for 
melting frozen switcnes. An idea of 
what was accomplished by-this co-oper- 
ation was given in a statement issued 
last night by the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, which said: 

A force of 25,000 men was kept busy 
all “das today clearin the running 
tracks, sidings, and yards of the Penn- 
ve Railroad of the snow which 
fell on Monday. . About 12,000 men were 
at work on the main line between New 
York, Philadelphia, and Pittsburgh, and 
the remainder was divided between the 
Southern Division and the main line 
branches. About 2,500 of the entire 
force.of.snow shovelers were extra men 
hired for the day. The remainder com- 
prised track laborers, carpenters, shop- 
men, signal repairmen, and other em- 
gloves pressed into emergency work. 
everal hundred supervisors, assistant 
supervisors, draftsmen, and so forth, 
weré sent out as extra foremen to take 
char e of the snow shoveling genes.

DOWN OHIO RIVER 


Gorges Broken by Flood Caase 
$1,000,000 Damage — Pitts- 
burgh Expects Release of Coal. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 29.—Melting 
snows and heavy rains during the last 
twenty-four hours swelled Kentucky 
rivers and caused flood conditions at 
both ends of the State. In the mountain 
districts streams were out of their 
banks, low lands flooded, and portions 
of smajl towns under water, In the 
west, near the mouth of the Ohio River, 
ice gorges had broken and carried with 
them. steamboats, dry docks, and other 
property, the value of which may reach 
$1.000,000. 

From the middle reaches of the Ohio, 
as yet practically untouched by recent 
floods, came the disquieting report that 
Green River was rapidly rising. Ice 
gorges were reported to be formirig, and 
when they broke it was regarded prob- 
able that a flood would be released on 
the already swollen lower reaches of 
the stream.

Crisis Not Yet ‘Passed for Hundreds 
of Apartment Houses That Have 
No Reserve in Bins. 


Local coal conditions were improved 
yesterday, and the Fuel Administration 
reported that the workless Monday clos- 
ing order had been generally obeyed. A 
report that New England was planning 


Cay closing order was not confirmed ‘by 
Albert H: Wiggin, State Fuel Adminis- 
trator, but Harry T. Peters, Chairman 
of the Coal ‘Conservation Committee, 
Said that the New England Fuel Ad- 
ministration had wanted New York: to 
indorse a further closing. This will not 
be done. 

County Administrator Reeve Schley 
said that very little coal saving had been 
effected by the five days:of business in- 
activity. He added that the real‘ sav- 
itg was being made by the workless 
Mondays. 

‘‘ Personally,” said Mr. Schley, “I 
would not agree to another five days in- 
dustrial closing as a matter of coal 
conservation. The one day.a week plan 
has proven more efficacious. -The clos- 
ing order is being ‘strictly observed here, 
and it has brought a real saving in coal. 
It has also given us a chance to coal 
steamships and at least keep up with 
the more pressing demands.” 

Officers of the State and County Fuel 
Aéministration agreed that the saving 
of coal was at least 20,000 tons. Of 
this amount, Mr. Schley said, about 
15,000 tons was anthracite. While there 
were about sixty violations. reported, 
they were in small stores mostly. United 
States District Attorney Francis G. 
Caffey and Joseph N. Rosenberg, counr 
sel for the Fuel Administration, went 
over the complaints yesterday, and both 
expressed gratification over the fact 
that so few violations were reported. 

Referring to the case of George Ww. 
Loft, candy manufacturer, who was re- 
ported to the District Attorney’ as a vio- 
lator of the workless Monday -order, ‘Mr.

Both are to be under. the jurisdiction 
of the Commissioner of Markets and sell 
coal at a rate to be established by the 
commission. The resolution was referred 
to the Committee on General Welfare. 

There was. an improvement in the 
amount of coal brought to the city yes- 
terday.

WASHINGTON, Jan.-. 29. — Herbert 
Hoover, Food Administrator, ine letter 
gént to Representative Anderson of Min- 
nesota, has advocated\the extension of* 
the Food Act along the Hnes of. the 
measure recently introduced by Repre- 
sentative Lever, Chairman ‘of: the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture, to fnclude the 
‘control of distribution, manufacture, and 
preservation of foodstuffs ‘The letter 
giving Mr. Hooyer’s ideas of the food 
situation was made public today 

Control of distribution of food is urged 
so> that all classes and localities may 
fare alike. Control of foods used in 
‘manufacture is deemed necessary by 
Mr. Hoover so that the use of essentials 
can. be limited to urgent necéssity. H 
believes that the Food Administrator 
should have further powers in order 
that he may be able to “‘ attack the non- 
essential. use of foodstuffs,” and that 
“we should attack the points of unnec- 
essary consumption of foodstuffs.”’ 

Mr. Hoover contends that if the addi- 
tional powers are given him he can 
*‘ place the burden where it belongs—on 
the luxurious and greedy, and not upon 
the poor.” But this can be done, he 
seys, only by some additional measures 
ef. control over distribution and non-es- 
sential use. 

The time has come, he says, when the 
voluntary consumption plan must‘ be 
superseded by mandatory laws. In other 
words, while’the great masses have co- 
operated in conservation, many public 
places have not obeyed the spirit of the 
voluntary plan, and therefore additional 
powers are sought in the bill recently in- 
troduced by Representative Lever.

WELCOME FINANCING BILL. 


Bankers Had Expected Some Such 
Plan from McAdoo. 


Announcement by Secretary McAdoo 
of the proposed plan for the Federal 
incorporation of a War Finance Cor- 
poration, with a capital stock of $500,- 
000,000 to be owned by the United States 
Government, did not surprise bankers. 
Newspaper reports had forecast the sug- 
gested legislation, and leading bankers 
had made special trips to Washington 
to discuss the measure with Government 
officials. Some bankers were surprised 
that the bill gave the Directors unusual- 
ly wide powers, and virtually set no 
limit to activities in which the organiza- 
tion might engage. 

Bankers were reluctant to comment on 
the proposed legislation; mdst of them 
saying that they had not had time to 
study the measure, but the general dis- 
position in Wall Street was to indorse 
the essence of the plan. Bankers said 
there was no doubt of the urgency of 
providing machinery that would take 
care of the financial needs of corpora- 
tions, particularly those whose business 
was vital to the prosecution of the war, 
and placed emphasis on the -assertion 
that there was great necessity for the 
Government taking part in upholding the 
general credit structure of the teat 
for otherwise pistol ies might arise in 
connection the flotation of further 
issues of war loans. 

It was generally admitted that the 
War Finance Corporation’s activities 
would bring about further inflation, but 
it is recognized that in wartime there 
must be inflation, although every effort 
should be made to keep it in check. 
Bankers are awaiting an expression of 
opinion on the merits of the bill from 
the Federal Reserve I Board. 


WOULD COPY OUR BANK PLAN 


Sir Edward Holden Tells British 
American System Is a Model. 


LONDON, Jan. 29.—The American 
banking system was praised as a model

Some of them said yesterday 
that, with few exceptions, it was a pro- 
gram which most of the New York 
women of well-to-do families have been 
carrying out aince the Food Adminstra- 
tion was established. It was generally 
admitted, however, that the adoption of 
the ration would necessitate a further 
reduction of the consumption in the 
home of some of the prime commodities, 
such as wheat, sugar, and meat. 
Honor Syste ‘hopes to set an example 
of conservation for the women of wuill- 
to-do families all oyer the country. 

In discussing this movement yester- 
day, Mrs. i‘. Gray Griswold, the Chair- 
man of the Honor System, said: 

“We hope to enroll at least ‘60,000 
women at the head of households here 
in New York in the Honor System.

GUARD INSURANCE SECRETS. 


Companies Made _ Responsible for 
Military Information. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Restrictions 
onthe gathering and transmission from 
the country of information concerning 
‘manufacturing plants, ships, shipyards, 
terminals, and other important indus- 
tries were imposed on insurance com- 
panies under regulations issued today by 
Secretary McAdoo. 

Each company is required to desig- 
nate certain persons to have charge of 
all maps and inspection work, and these 
will be held responsible for confidential 
treatment of the information. Maps, 
surveys, or inspections may. not be sent 
out of the country, except to allies, with- 
out approval of the Treasury Depart- 


ment. 

Enemy and ally of the enemy fire, ma- 
rine, and Hability insurance comparies 
already have been forbidden to continue 
active business in the United States, and 
the Treasury is investigating the possi-

All Business Now Must Be Con- 
ducted Under Federal Authority.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Foreign ex- 
change was today brought under control 
of the Secretary of the Treasury by an 
Executive order, carrying out the pow- 
ers created by the espionage law and 
Trading With the Enemy act. Here- 
after all exports of coin, bullion, and 
currency, transfers of credit and of évi- 
dences of debt or ownership of prop- 
erty between the United States.and any 
foreign country must be transacted un- 
| der authority from the Government. 

Persons who conduct a foreign ex- 
change business will ‘be required to 
take out certificates of registration 
through the Federal Reserve Banks of 
their districts. Customers of foreign 
; exchange dealers will be asked to sign 
;@ Statement explaining fully the pur- 

pose of the transaction in foreign ex- 
i change, and declaring that no enemy or 
ally of an enemy of the United States 
has.any interest in the purchase or sale 
of the credit. 

The Reserve Banks will retain these 
statements, to be used, if necessary, as 
evidence should any question arise in 
regard to the transaction. Every dealer 
in foreign exchange will be required to 
render weekly statements of his busi- 
ness to the Federal Reserte Board. 

Coupons and dividends collected or se- 
curities sold for foreign account must 
be accompanied by’ declarations in pre- 
scribed form to the effect that such 
sales or collections are not made for 
or on behalf of or for the benefit of any

FIGHT THE RERATING 
OPDR.JOHNH.LARKIN 


Civil Service Reform Association 
Takes a Hand in Naming of 
Chief ‘Medical Examiner. 


PREPARES PAPERS FOR SUIT 


Dr. Douglas Symmers Will Insist His 
Name Be Restored to the 
Eligible List. — 


The Civil Service Reform Association 
announced yesterday that it was prepar- 
ing papers in a suit to compel the ap- 
pointment. to the office of Chief Medical 
Examiner of one of the three physicians 
who passed the medico-legal examina- 
tion which was conducted last August 
by members of the Faculty of two New 
York medical universities and by two 
prominent lawyers. 

This step wag taken to prevent the ap- 
pointment of Dr. John H. Larkin, one. of 
the ‘nine physicians who did not receive 
a sufficiently high rating at the exami- 
nation last August ‘to place him on the 
eligible list. It appeared yesterday that 
the Hylan administration had given up 
the plan to give the appointment ‘pérma- 
nently to ex-Coroner Patrick D. Rior- 
dan, and the creation of the post of 
Chief Medical Examiner, under a’law 
intended to insure that a pathologist of 
distinction should receive the appoint- 
ment. While ex-Coroner Riordan holds 
a temporary appointment by Mayor Hy- 
lan to this office, the attempt of the 
Municipal Civil Service Commission. to 
make Dr. Larkin eligible was thought 
to indicate that’ ex-Coroner Riordan had 
been put out of consideration, and that 
Dr. Larkin was the favorite for the 
place. 

Dr. Douglas Symmers, Professor of 
Pathology at the Medical School of New 
York University, said yesterday that he 
would, with the help of the Civil Service 
Reform Association, apply for a writ of 
mandamus to compel the commission to 
restore his name to the third place on 
the eligible list. The commission not 
only transferred Dr. Larkin from the in- 
eligible class to the eligible class, but 
placed him ahead of Dr. Symmers, mak- 
ing him third on the list. Dr. Larkin 
had to be at least third if he was.to be 
appointed, as the appointment must be 
from the first three. 

The commission put Dr. Larkin on 
the list and moved him up ahead of 
Dr. Symmers on the ground that they 
were correcting a ‘‘ manifest error’’ 
in the rating at the examination last 
August. Dr. Larkin, who is a lecturer 
on pathology at the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons and a physician of 
standing, passed his medical tests with- 
out difficulty, but he received a low 
mark at the oral examination on the 
law, which was conducted by John D. 
Lindsay of the firm of Nicoll, Anable, 
Lindsay and Fuller and*by George W. 
Schurman, a law partner of Charles E. 
Hughes. This low mark disqualified 
him, and the Civil Service Commission 
has restored him on the ground that 
the two lawyers, in. giving him this low 
mark, were guilty of a ‘‘ manifest 
error.’’ .

Reform Association hat ‘* manifest 
error’? means some giaring mechanical 
error, such a mistake in adding up 
the marks éived by a candidate at 
the different: tests, and that the right 
to currect such error does not give the 
commission the power to..substitute 
its judgment for that of the lawyers 
who conducted the examination on the 
ability showed by the physician at that 
test. George JT. Keyes, Secretary of 
the Civil Service Reform Association, 
said yesterday : 
“The action of the commission in re- 
rating the examination of Dr. John H. 
Larkin is clearly illegal, as a rule of 
the commission, which has the effect of 
law, provides that a rerating can be 
resorted to, only in case of a ‘ manifest 
error,’ and no such error’ has been 
shown.

The suit to retain the name 
of Dr. Symmers in third place on the 
list, thus preventing the appointment of 
Dr. Larkin, will probably be filed to- 
day.

President Assures’ Neutrals 
That Her Ideal Is Inter- 
national - Justice. 


HAS NO TERRITORIAL AIMS

Taking up first the most diffieult 
task confronting him, that of bringing 
capital an@ labor together in an ar- 
rangement to end strikes, it was learned 
tonight, Secretary Wilson will call on 
beth sides immediately ‘to form a joint 
board to meet in Washington to agree 


on general principles to govern their) 


relations during the war. Each side 
will;be asked to name five representa- 
tives, who in turn will select one person 
each representing the general public, 
making @ board of twelve members. 

The war labor administration will be 
centred in the reorganized and enlarged 
labor department. Seeretary Wilson 
will be supreme labor administrator, 
and industrial service sections of other 
Government departments, although they 
will continue their activities as at pres- 
ent, will be centralized under his con- 
trol. 


Seven New-~ Labor Bureaus. 


Seven new Labor Department. serv- 
ices, or bureaus, will he created. The 
most important of these will be an ad- 
justment bureau, which will deal with 
industrial disputes. The others will be 
designated Conditions of Labor, Infor- 
mation and Edueation, Training and 
Dilution, Woman in Industry, Housing 
and Transportation, and Personnel.

‘The statement defending his admin- 
istration of the War Department 
which Mr. BakER made to a large and 
critical audience in the Senate Office 
Building on Monday may be vulner- 
able to analysis, but as a brief it was 
adroit and brilliant. More than that, 
it was a challenge to the American 
people ‘to admire the achievements of 
the Government in raising, equipping, 
and training large bodies of troops, 
and. in transporting division after di- 
vision - overseas, a challenge that 
proves irresistible to their pride of 
country. Mr. BAKER may have used 
the superlative too freely in praising 
our’ performance, but he will not be 


criticised for that, and the colors he|- 


wrought into the picture will stay 
there. Furthermore, he will have his 

‘vindication when our troops go “ over 
the top " upon the order of one of the 
most efficient soldiers that has com- 
manded an American army, a consum- 
mate West Pointer, JoHN JOSEPH 
PERSHING. 

The questions that Senators will ask 
when Mr. BAKER appears before the 
committee again may dim the lustre of 
his exposition of what the War De- 
partment has accomplished, but he 
has recognized his limitations and 
profited by his mistakes, which is a 
great gain. Mr. BAKER’s complacency 
will no longer dismay his friends and 
put a weapon into the hands of critics 
who are just as patriotic as. he is. 
They feared that he did not take his 
responsibility seriously, that he would 
mever grow up to it, that he lacked 
the energy and spirit demanded of the 
head of the American War Depart- 
ment, in the supreme emergency. 
They are not yet convinced that he 
will pass muster and officially sur- 
vive the ordeal, but at his latest com- 
ing before the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee there was a self-revelation 
full of promise. 

That frank and persistent criticism 
woke up NEwToN D. BAKER and 
brought about the transformation is 
not to be denied. The subordinates in 
the War Department, sqme of them 
veteran army officers who knew 
things were not going right, are now 
buckling to their work with hope in 
their faces and fresh courage in their 
hearts. Red tape will be cut right and 
left, responsibility will no longer be 
evaded, and the war machine will 
gather speed. Hereafter, the right to 
criticise will not be contested. The 
Senate inquiry has proved a eee 
tonic. 

It must be understood, however, 
that the most searching problems of 
the war are still to come. We have 
not begun to fight in France and the 
War may go on for years. It will 
take a strong, resourceful, inflexible 
man to conduct the business of the 
‘War Department. Secretary BAKER 
has coped with. the preliminaries, 
learning as he went along, and 
standing up under criticism as best 
he could. But he has not been se- 
verely tested. Whether even the re- 
organization of the War Department 
which he has planned will satisfy 
Congress is a question to be settled 
only after debate on the new legis- 
lation which Senator CHAMBERLAIN 
has proposed. Mr. Baker has filed 
his brief. The other side is to be 


heard. 
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THE LABOR SUPPLY. 
Secretary WILson said.three weeks 
ago that the supply of labor was suf- 
ficient for our industries, the problem 
te be solved being one of adjustment. 
This assertion is now repeated by the 
United States Employment Service, 
“which, under the direction of the De-

This is true, and a suf- 
ficient number of volunteers may be 
found if the State authorities co-oper- 
ate. with the national Employment 
Service "tn a search for them. Ships 
must be ‘built and munitions must be 
produced, but at the same time farm- 
ers should be encouraged to make 
large crops. Those who are register- 
ing, recruiting, and distributing work- 
men must have in mind the needs of 
agriculture. 
LOBBYISTS AND FREE PASSES. 
In -General Order Number 6 the 
Director General. of Railroads warns 
all officers and directors of rail- 
way companies that no part of 
their revenues shall be expended 
“for the payment of agents or 
“other persons who are employed 
“in any way to effect legislation.” 
He further directs that “ no passes or 
“free transportation shall be issued 
‘““ by any carrier under Federal control 
“or by any official of such carrier,” 
unless the issuance thereof is per- 
missible and authorized under the In- 
terstate Commerce Act; all outstand- 
ing passes not in conformity there- 
with must be recalled. 
What railroads are now employing | 
paid lobbyists and what railroads are 
issuing free passes in violation of the 
Federal] statutes? It was hardly just 
for the Director General to put all un- 
der suspicion if only a few are guilty. 
It has been our belief that the rail- 
roads of the East, at least, long ago 
ceased to issue free passes. If in the 
West and South the practice still pre- 
vails, Mr. McApboo .should have ad- 
dressed his admonition to the railway 
officials and directors carrying on 
business there. He may remember 
that when he denounced the banks for 
charging their customers’ usurious 
rates of interest, it was at once pointed 
out that the 8 per cent. and 10 per 
cent. and 12 per cent. rates were alto- 
gether unknown in the East, that the 
practice lingered only in certain 
Southern States. The regional dis- 
crimination which would have been 
appropriate in that admonition, would 
be not less so in his order against the 
use of free passes and thé hiring of 
lobbyists. 
We believe the Director General, on 
inquiry, would learn that the legis- 
latures of the Eastern States, and 
practically of all the Northern States, 
are now very little exposed to the 
solicitation of the lobbyist. The great 
railway systems have dispensed with 
that functionary. It not infrequently 
happens that they are advised of the 
introduction of what are known as 
“ strike” bills, measures drawn up 
and presented in legislative bodies from 
no public motive but for quite un- 
worthy reasons, and then, naturally 
and in self-defense, they must send 
counsel to make propér protest against 
enactment. But if lobbyists are any-

NEGLECTED STORES OF WHEAT. 

“Imperative necessity compels mé 
tc cable you in this blunt way,” said 
Lord RHoNnppaA in his appeal for 75,- 
000,000 bushels of our wheat. Mr. 
HoovER points to “sharp and dis- 
tressing reduction of rations” as evi- 
dence of an “acute situation” in the 
countries of our European allies. Un- 
doubtedly England is greatly in need 
of the wheat, and we are confident 
that it will be sent to her, although. 
the proposed reduction of consump- 
tion by 30 per cent. will not alone 
yield the surplus that is required if 
our Government keeps its promises to 
neutrals and the Belgians. These, 
with the 75,000,000, call for not less 
than 130,000,000 bushels, and 30 per 
cent. of the wheat remaining ‘here is 
not more than three-fourths of this 
quantity. 
The appeal is made to a natin 
whose wheat crops for two years have 
been only a little more than enough 
to satisfy demand for home consump- 
tion in normal times. On the other

people need: In Australia for a long 
time there has been a) great surplus 
awaiting shipment. The latest re- 
ports of British~trade authorities say 
that the quantity saved there from 
the crop harvested @ year ago, and 
now held in storage, is 140,000,000 
bushels, to which from the new crop 
80,000,000 have been added. The 
greater part of this surplus of 220,- 
000,000 bushels should now be in 
Great Britain, France, and Italy. 
England naturally looks to Australia, 
her colony, for such supplies. But 
the voyage is a long and hazardous 
one, and the British Government is 
unwilling to’ withdraw ships from the 
Atlantic for this service. 

An ,ally, whose ports are not far 
from these waiting stocks of wheat, 
has an abundant supply of ships. 
Japan’s merchant marine has grown 
rapidly during the war. Last year 
sixty-nine new merchantmen were 
launched: The Government ’pians 
shipyard: improvements which will 
permit the construction of 250 more 
in twelve months.. Some of the Dutch 
ships chartered to our War Trade 
Board will bring Australian wheat to 
San Francisco or New York, but de- 
livery of ‘it, or of American wheat 
which it releases, in Europe will be 
long delayed. Japan could have aided 
her ‘war partners during the past 
year by carrying wheat to them from 
Australia. It is not too late now for 
her to take a more effective part in 
the war and relieve an“ acute situa- 
tion” by using her ships for this 


work. 
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GOVERNMENT AID TO INDUSTRIAL 
FINANCE. 

The war finance corporation which 
Secretary McApeo proposes takes for 
its field the shadowy region between 
commercial credits and investment. 
The five-year issues which it con- 
templates are neither permanent 
finance nor short-term accommoda- 
tions. They are a sort of bridge be- 
tween the two, and. authority is 
given to the Federal Reserve system 
to rediscount issues upon which it 
has looked askance. Whether or not 
the Federal Reserve system will ex- 
ercise the privilege, is a matter for its 
discretion, rather than for dictation. 
The Federal Reserve Bank has its 
own ideas. There have been fore- 
casts of the Federal Reserve's action 
upon this subject, and they have not 
been in the direction of this proposal. 
Antagonism is not to be presumed, 
however. The Federal Reserve sys- 
tem acts upon a policy of voluntary 
rationing to stop overfeeding. The 
present proposal is based upon disci- 
pline and -testriction by license, but 
yet with intent to promote activities 
inding. restraint in the unassisted 
money market. 

There..is:sneed of some action, .for 
deserving borrowers are not finding 
the assistance they need. The interior 
banks, in particular, are not doing 
their share in taking the short-term 
Treasury paper which enables the 
Treasury to pay for the goods it 
must have for war uses, and the dis- 
bursements which sustain industry by 
expenditure. When funds pile up at 
outside money centres there is danger 
of congestion like that which ob- 
structs the railways in their function. 
Greater liberality in taking short-term 
Treasury paper is a duty. for the 
interior banks, for it would stimulate 
trade in wholesome manner. The war 
finance corporation has other duties, 
somewhat resembling those: of the 
British Treasury in making advances 
to private enterprises connected with. 
the war for public reasons rather 
than for the sake of the corporations. 

The war finance corporation is to 
be a borrower only in order that it 
may lend to the extent of eightfold 
its half billion capital. The $500,000,- 
000 is to be supplied by the Treasury, 
and its use is as a margin for further 
security of the corporate’ issues 
which it promotes on the basis of 75 
per cent. of market value. The lines 
along. which this new departure 
should be conducted, if it shall be ap- 
proved instead of the Federal Reserve 
plan announced only a day or two ago, 
are clear. Going concerns of a de- 
serving nature which are denied in the 
money. market should be helped with 
their maturities, not for the sake of 
themselves, but because their em- 
barrassment would be a source of 
national inconvenience. The preven- 


tion of insolvencies on a great scale 


is as much a measure of. war as of 
peace finance. Another class of cases 
deserving of help is that where large 
capital investments need only a little 
more to make the whole productive. 

It is not unlikely that the Secretary 
of the Treasury is moved in some de- 
gree because of the necessities of the 
New Haven Railway, as revealed to 
him ag Director General of the rail- 
ways. »The Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
notes are another example which cer- 
tainly has come to his attention, for 
it has been officially stated that it 
had enlisted his sympathies. The 
bill is elaborate in its regulation of 
what the new corporation may do, 
but there is no announcement of the 
principles determining the use of 
its powers. How great they are ap- 
pears from the power to make ad- 
vances to savings banks on pledge of 


125 pet cent. of the advance. The 
principal. ofthe corporation's securi- 
ties is to. be exempt from taxation, 
and ‘there is a tax-exemption privilege 
for the interest on the securities to the 
total of $5,000 to a sirigle holder.

Before we en- 
tered the war, such a proposal was 
neither to be imagined nor tolerated. 
‘Rut the necessity to keep the in- 
dustrial machine operative. outweighs 
minor considerations. The country 
has had enough suspensions. It wants 
activity. If dollars are to. be bor- 
rowed, or to be gathered as taxes, 
they must be earned, and cannot be 
earned without credit. There is a 
happy mean between bitidgeoning 
trade into prostration and rousing it 
with an intoxicant, between starva- 
tion and hysteria, and it is to be 
found only. by setting up standards 
by an authority which can speak with 
a single voice. At present, public 
opinion about thrift and inflation is 
something in the state of a:man who 
is kept upright by alternate blows on 
the head in opposite directions. Both 
sorts ef advice are good, but they are 
given by authorities: who differ, and 
seem unable to find common ground. 
If there is necessity to restrict ac- 
commodations demanded by under- 
takings of peace for the sake of sus- 
taining activities essential in winning 
the war,. it should be done with dis- 
cretion, rather than by universal 
thrift of a destructive sort. The war 
cannot “be financed by restricting 


production. 
EERE A ROSES 


MME, GALLI-CURCI SINGS. 

It is a noteworthy incident, at a 
time when events of war absorb the 
attention and activities of America 
and the world at large, that a new 
personality should emerge ‘in the 
shaken realm of the allied arts of 
peace. A new singer arises to chal- 
lenge a Place among great names that 
have gone into history here in New 
York, the musical metropolis of the 
earth; the city that first knew PatTT1, 
that welcomed others, from MaABIA 
Garcia, or JENNY LIND, to SEMBRICH 
and MELBA, and after them, TETRAz- 
ZINI.. The celebrity today is AMELITA 
GaLLI-CurcI; her Italian origin is 
from the best in Milan, she is largely 
self-developed, and on her twenty- 
seventh birthday, Nov. 18, 1916, a 
little more than one year ago, she 
first sang in this country at Chicago. 

GaLLi-Curcr stole into New York’s 
view and hearing last Monday night 
at the Lexington, the last of ten 
Manhattan theatres built by OscaR 
HAMMERSTEIN. It was CAMPANINI who 
brought the supporting company a 
thousand miles to assist her in MEYEB- 
BEER’s opera “ Dinorah,” a work, as 
was remarked, that gives its heroine 
“two solid acts of ‘mad scene.’” She 
stole out on the stage, a tiny figure in 
the brown linsey-woolsey of Bréton 
peasant dress, her oval, olive face 
shaded in the glossy black of her own 
long. curls, in which flamed scarlet 
poppies. Nerves tugging at her 
throat, she sang flat, as she had be- 
fore she became famous.

As there has been no denial of that ac- 
curacy in anything about the book that 
has appeared in THe Times—as the ac- 
curacy has always been admitted ex- 
plicitly—its assertion is very far from 
an arraignment, and still less is it 
proof that injustice has been done. ‘The 
only charge made against BARBUSSE was 
that he presented the horrors of war as 
the whole of war—that he carefully ig- 
nored the existence of any difference hbe- 
tween the objects for which the two 
sides in this war are fighting, and that 
the lesson he tried to teach was that war 
is always unjustifiable and that every- 
body engaged in it is either a fool or a 
criminal. 

This, the only question really at issue, 
our Canadian correspondent entirely 
misses. Instead, he enters upon an elab- 
orate demonstration of the well-known 
fact that officers escape some of the 
tasks imposed on privates, and that the 
artillery fight from some distance behind 
the front. trenches, and therefore are 
somewhat less likely to get killed than 
the men who go “ over the top.’” These 
are truths, but there is no obvious rele- 
vance between them and the contention 
that pacifist propaganda is reprehen- 
sible, even when it is carried on by a 
man who writes of war from much per- 
sonal knowledge and with more than or- 
dinary powers of description.

Gladstone on Alsace-Lorraine. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The German Chancellor quoted Carlyle the 
other day on thé question of Alsace-Lorraine. 

There is another authority he might have 
quoted—namely, Gladstone. Gladstone, who 
was Premier in 1870, was very much con- 
cerned about the fate of the two provinces. 
He wanted to organize a protest of all the 
neutral powers against what he ‘called the 
“ throttling ’’ of Alsace-Lorraine. His diary 
of September, 1870, records his failure to 
convince either his colleagues or other coun- 
tries of the expediency of this move. To 
Bright he wrote: 

My opinion certainly is that the transfer 
of territory and inhabitants by mere force 
calls for the reprobation of Europe. 

On another occasion. he predicted that if 
the crime was committed ‘‘ without any voice 
previously raised against it it will be a 
standing reproach to England.”’ 

Finally, on Dec. 20, he wrote to Lord Gran- 
ville a letter in which he foresees that the 
violation of the rights of peoples would have 
a lasting and pernicious effect on the inter- 
national relations of Europe. 

In fact, it has poisoned the body politic of 
Europe for forty-four years, and the evil 
will last until the poison-is forcibly removed.

MAKING. uP LOST LABOR. . a 


Work of the Idle Needed and: 
Longer Hours = 


Assuming that the country’s total: an- 
nual labor service previous to.war dis- 


billion hours by oné man, and that by 


supply has been reduced by 25 per cent.. 
the problem is how to supply this loss. 
Clearly it must be by utilizing hours 
that were before idle. This total num- 
ber of labor hours is. to be determined 
by multiplying the total number of men 
at work by the number of .working days 
in the year, aid that product by the 
number of hours per day. From this it 
follows that there are only four possi- 
ble ways of making good the loss. 

1. By setting to work enough idle per- 
sons to equal the loss. 

2.. By employing a sufficient number 
of working days that were before idje. 

3. By employing a sufficient number 
of - previously idle hours of working 
days. 

4.. By combining two or all of the 
above methods. . 

This represents the only possibilities 
of relief. Let us eliminate No. 2 for, the 
present, since relatively little could be 
accomplished without using Sundays 
and holidays, whiéh should be a last re- 
sort. What then can be done with the 
other two methods? 

As to No. 1: Great numbers of men 
and. women who are not compelled to 
work as the majority. do are relatively 
idle. They all do something, but it is 
possible for them to concentrate and se- 
cure many days for useful servica which 
they do not at present contribute. Of 
far greater magnitude is the idle time 
of the many millions of school -boys and 
girls on Saturday and during the Sum- 
mer holidays. Rest and recreation for 
school children are necessities, but there 
are better ways than idleness for secur- 
ing them. It is a perfectly easy matter 
to find highly serviceable occupation 
for these children which could be made 
to provide enjoyment for them. There 
should be an immediate cerisus made of 
the possible number of hours that could 
be thus secured, The service board of 
each city, town, and village should co- 
operate with the public school authori- 
ties in making such a census and in 
planting the service. In country com- 
munities land now unused because of 
the scarcity of labor, or land that is not 
as highly productive as it.could be made 
with additional labor, could be utilized 
in this way. . The result would be an al- 
most incalculable increase in the pro- 
duction of food. Another important 
source of labor supply. should be in the 
services of inmates of. charitable and 
penal institutions. 

As to No. 8: It has seemed to me that 
orfe of the chief sources of trouble with 
the economics of this country lies in the 
reduction of hours in the working ‘day. 
I. am fully aware of the advantages 
gained by this reduction, of the elements 
of justice involved in it, and of all the 
arguments on the side of labor, but. at 
present it is purely an emergency meas- 
ure that is under consideration. If 
millions of ‘men are willing to go to 
war, sacrificing their incomes, to say 
nothing of health and life, for the coun- 
try’s good, there can be no question that 
thdse who remain will, as a general 
rule, consent to sacrifice something to 
make good the loss. If not, they should 
be compelled to do’so. There should be 
@ susperision or modification of laws 
regarding the length of the working 
day during the continuance of the war. 
It may be said that these workmen are 
willing to labor during additional hours 
provided that they. receive an extra rate 


render. In my opinion this should not 
be permitted. It places an enormous ad- 
ditional burden upon the country for the 
benefit of these workmen. Further- 
more, it puts them in the position of ex- 
Pploiting their country’s misfortune. It 
makes it appear that while the rest of 
the citizenry is engaged in making 
sacrifices, these workmen are striving 
to.extort money from the suffering. It 
is not likely that they would desire to 
occupy such a position, or to appear to 
do so, except as to their worse ele- 
ments, -if the matter were properly 
Placed before them. 

It appears to me that a thorough or- 
ganization of effort along the above 
lines would. solve all our problems of 
service in’ connection with war dis- 
turbances and would quickly. cause. our 
affairs to proceed almost normally.

Lack of space, however, is the chief 

reason for the exhtbition, as the funds 

obtained from the admission fees are to 

go into the French Institute’s Building 

Fund. The purpose of the French In- 

stitute in the United States (of which 

the Museum of French Art is one sec- 

tion) is to extend the knowledge of 
France and the influence of French cul- 

ture in this country and to establish a 
centre for those who are attracted by. 
the French language and literature, 

drama, music, science, and all the nat- — 
ural, artistic, and architectural beauties | 
of France, and for those who desire to 

increase the economic relations between 

the two countries. A large building is 

required to shelter all the activities in- 

volved. Hence the present exhibition. 

Quite apart from the interest of the in- 
dividual exhibits, the opportunity to 
study French history in the universal 
language of art is a rare one, and the 
€xamples lent by collectors of exigent 
taste are so fine as to uphold a standard 
while illustrating a succession of peri- 
ods. If we look at the earlier things, 
the champlevé enamels lent by Mr. Rey 
and by Henry C. Lawrence; the two 
glass. panels lent by Mr. Lawrence; the 
twelfth century bronze reliquaire lent 
by Mr. Rey, and the thirteenth century 
wooden Christ, with robe hanging 
straight and colored blue and with un- 
crossed feet, lent by Mr. Lawrence, 
with our minds fixed on the type of peo- 
ple who produced them, we see in their 
.rugged Hne and strong color the orig- 
inal virtues of the race that sprang 
from the Ile de France,. It was a race 
that was climbing upward with the 
vigor of young muscles, mounting to the 
zenith of its great career among na- 
tions, When Louis XIV. took the throne 
the French race represented numerical- 
ly nearly. half of Europe. The early 
period was one of large families, lusty 
health, and hard physical labor. The 
dominant note in the art it produced is 
not the Gallic elegance that neverthe- 
less. came into its form, but. intense 
. force, the force of a young nation con- 
scious of its recently developed nation- 
alism and energetically expressing it in 
the language of art. It is in these early 
works, so simple and brusque and un- 
worried, that we first see written the 
great. name France. 

The so-called: Gothic period in its later 
years is richly represented. Mr. Sam- 
uels, Mr. Lawrence, and Miss Beaux 
lend sculptures in wood; Mr. Dearth and 
Mr. Rey lend ivories and enamels; Mrs. 
Chauncey Blair’s collection yields stone 
sculpture; Mr. Samuels lends superb 
tapestries, two of which have an inter- 
esting history on record in the museum. 
In these things we see the Gothic style 
define itself and take on a certain man- 
ner of social place and corporate exist- 
ence instead of the proud and positive 
expression ‘of individuality that marked 
its beginnings. The great hamé France 
in these later works’is written with a 
signature somewhat léss bold and sweep- * 
ing and with the slightest suspicion of 
flourish. The suspicion becomes certain- 
ty by the time a grisaille Venus by Leon- 
ard Limousin takes the place in-our at- 
tention of the austere saints of four cen- 
turies earlier date. 

The small collection of pictures in the 
exhibition include a beautiful group of 
portraits by Corneille de Lyon lent by 
Mr. Morgan, Mr. Dreicer, and Mr. Blu- 
menthal, an interesting Clouet lent by 
Mrs. M, Orme Wilson, and ‘‘ The Mar- 
tyrs,” by Simon Marmion, lent by Mr. 
Dreicer, all belonging to a period when 
serenity of mood, closeness of contour, 
smoothness of surface, and minute per- 
fection of craftsmanship were the most 
esteemed qualities in a painting. 

Among the later paintings are Pierre 
Mignard’s portrait of a Comtesse de 
Lafayette, lent by Mr: Gallatin, and a 
particularly fine example of the work of 
Largilliere lent by Mr. Wildenstein, a 
portrait that sums up the taste of the 
period for technical exquisiteness with- 
out losing sight of character. 

The furniture consists of magnificent 
examples that bring discouragement to 
the hearts of those optimists who persist 
in hoping for a renaissance of the crafts. 
Where today are the weeks and months 
royally accorded an artist to work out 
such designs as the opulent “‘ meuble a 
deux corps” of the sixteenth century 
wears triumphantly upon its rich brown 
surfaces? It still would be possible, 
however, to achieve the noble prepor- 
tions of the ecclesiastical chairs and the 
austere lines of the Henri Il. cabinet. 
One looks at the whole exhibit with long- 
ing for the far-off good that may come 
from it and others like it. For where is 
the virtue of the past if it has no lesson 
for the present? And the present needs 
the lesson of the antique craftsmen ta 
modify the hurry of its methods’ in all 
the arts. 


Western Paintings by W. R. Leigh. 
At the Babcock Galleries William . 
R. Leigh is showing his Western paint- 
ings until Feb. 2.

BILL 10 PAVE WAY 
‘| FOR WOMEN VOTERS 


Provides for Registration for 
Special Elections and for 
Enrollment at Primaries. 


SPECIAL DAYS SET ASIDE 


Registration Applies to Men as Well 
-as Women— State Senate Ap- 
proves Federal Amendment. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan. 29.—A bill to pave the 
way for women to vote in the. special 
Congressional and local option elections 
this Spring and in the primaries next 
Fall was introduced in the Senate to- 
day by the Senate Judiciary Committee. 
As the legislative leaders have agreed 
generally upon its ‘provisions it will be 
enacted shortly. 

The bill sets aside three days for reg- 
istration and revision of the registration 
rolls before any special election that 
may be called by proclamation from the 
‘Governor, as the New York Congression- 
al elections, or by petition as the up- 
State local option elections. In addition, 
the third Friday and Saturday in May 
fre set aside as days on which all wo- 
men voters may enroll in any of the 
regular parties and thus qualify for the 
primaries next Fall. 

The special registration days are to be 
the second Thursday, Friday, and Satur- 
day prior to any special election. On 
those days all male voters would be per- 
mitted to register; between 1 and 9 
P..M., if they. failed last Fall to do so 
or to register again if they had changed 
their residence. At the same time the 
women could qualify to vote at the 
special election. At all special elections 
this Spring the polling places will be 
open from 6 A. M. to 6 P. M. 

The task of redistricting the State 
prior to the special elections ‘will be 
taken up by the Boards of Elections 
throughout the State on May 1. The 
basis of the redistricting will be one 
election district for each 400 paper bal- 
lots or for each 500 ballots where voting 
machines are used. In New York City, 
there will be no change of election dis- 
tricts for the special election in March. 

By a vote of 18 to 8 the Senate today 
adopted the Meyer resolution urging the 
United States Senate to take favorable 
action without delay on the Federal Suf- 
frage améndment and requesting the 
Senators from this State to do every- 
thing in their power to speed its adop- 
tion. The resolution came from the As- 
sembly, where it was adopted last night. 


McCABE TO WOMEN VOTERS. 


Warns Them Against Press and 
Paints Beauties of Partisanship. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY,. Jan. 29.—From the lips of 
‘Patrick McCabe, Democratic boss of 
Albany County, a large audience of 
Albany women received advice tonight 
as to how they should conduct themselves 
on entering political life. Mr. McCabe 
admitted that he had been traduced as 
a bad boss, and thanked the women for 
the invitation to address them. 

The nieeting was held under the 
auspices of Ate Albany Social Science 
Club, Others to address the club this 
Winter are William Barnes, Republican. 
boss of Albany; Governor Whitman, and 
ex-Governor Glynn. 

Mr. McCabe held up politicians as a 
blessing, saying party organization was 
the very heart of our governmental ma- 
chinery. He warned the women against 
the high-priced interviewer’ of the press, 
the ‘‘credulous, weak or ambitious.”’ 
State official who hires a press agent, 
and particularly the dilettante, ‘‘ en- 
veloped in the odorous atmosphere of 
the drawing room,’’ who injects himself 
into politics. He expressed the hope that 


the women would correct the abuses of 
the press by answering all misstate- 
ments, drive out the bullies and repeat- 
pba and substitute honesty for corruption 
un 

“In the last New York City election,” 
he said, ‘‘ the reformers, the highbrows, 
the admitted matchless citizens had the 
almost unanimous support of the press 
and the largest slush and corruption 
fund ever: dreamed of in a municipal 
election. It seemed as if these gentle- 
men looked upon the politics of New 
York City as a matter of commerce. 
They seemed to forget or fail to under- 
stand that money and newspapers are 
but two of several elements which enter 
Into the politics of our day.”’ 

In conclusion, Mr. McCabe declared 
he was a partisan in every beat of his 
heart, and urged the women to become 
partisans. 








FOR NEW GERRYMANDER. 


Republican Leaders Plan Rear- 
rangement of City Districts.-

ALBANY, Jan. 29.—Republican leaders 
are planning a new gerrymander of 
Senate, Assembly, and Aldermanic dis- 
tricts in New York City at the pres- 
ent session of the Legislature. The 
Congressional districts, carved out to 
suit the Republican machine at the ses- 
sion last year, are not to be disturbed 
this year.

From a Republican 
point of view it is almost as desirable 
to gerrymander against Socialist as 
against Democratic ascendency. The 
fact that the last Republican Legisla- 
ture, in reapportioning the Senate dis- 
by inadvertence, it is claimed, 
happened to add South Brother Island, 
which is part of Queens, to a Bronx

Parcel Post Being Used to Ship

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The War 
Trade Board today announced that Sec- 
tion 3 of the new “ Procedure of Filing 
Shippers’ Export Declarations and Ex- 
port Licenses with Collectors of Cus- 
toms,” (effective Feb. 1, 1918,) which 
relates to the disposition of that copy 
of the shippers’ declaration which in 
instances of shipment by vessel is deliv- 


ered to the consular officer at port of 
discharge by the master of said vessel, 
has been amplified as follows: 

In the case of shipments by rail to 
foreign countries contiguous to the Uni- 
ted States, the Customs Collector at the 
pert of ‘exportation will retain the copy 
of the shippers’ declaration, -as referred 
to above, and will deliver same ‘to the 
consular officer nearest to his port. 
The consular officer, upon receiving said 
declaration, will forward it to the Amer- 
ican consular officer nearest to the point 
of destination, as indicated on the dec- 
laration. 

In cases of shipments for export which 
have been made, prior to and are in 
transit on Feb. 1, the same may proceed 
under the old forms of shippers’ declara- 
tion, provided said declaration is deliv- 
ered n_ quadruplicate, as prescribed in 

37397, under date of Sept. 15, 1917, 
eet fourth copy of said declaration to be 
rendered to the War Trade Board by 
the Customs Collector after notations of 
each shipments, &c., have been noted. 

The attention of the War Trade Board 
has been frequently called to shipments 
of goods on the conserved list which are 
being sent out of this omvatry ys parcel 
post. In many cases this is done by 
persons who are ignorant of the Presi- 
dent’s proclamations concerning exports, 
and who do not realize that in shipping 
goods by parcel = without first pro- 
curing an export license they are violat- 
ing the law and subjecting themselves to 
the penal provided in the Espionage 
act of a fine of net more than $10, 
or, if a naturalized person, of imprison- 
a for not more than two years, or

VENICE STRIPPED OF ART. 


Last Treasures Now Being Re- 
moved, the Mayor Reports. 


VENICE, Jan, 28, (Delayed.)—‘‘ If the 
necessities of the war require it, Venice 
will not hesitate at any sacrifice, even 
the supremest, if for the safety of the 
mother country,’’ said Count Grinami, 
for twenty-two ‘ears Mayor of Venice, 
to The Associated Press correspondent 
today. 

‘“‘ But,”” he continued, ‘‘ the best way 
to avoid sacrifice is vigorously to con- 
tinue the war for civilization, to which 
Amerca has given her loftiest adherence 
as just. Life in Venice today is diffi- 
cult, but the city is tranquil, serene and 
ready for any task alloted to her in 
that Adriatic, which since the war is no 
longer Austrian, but has become Italian. 

‘* Venice, although understanding by 
sad experience all the sufferings, of 
war, desired it. For over two years 
she not only has borne it willingly, but 
has contributed generously toward it, 
being surpassed only by Milan, the 
richest among Italian towns. Now the 
population is reduced to one-third, but 
those who left did not leave from fear, 
but in order better to help the common 
cause. 

“In case of a further advance of the 
enemy the question whether Venice shall 
resist or give in without resistance is 
essentially a military problem on which 
I may offer no opinion. The last re- 
maining art treasures are being re- 
moved. 

“Venetians see them go with sorrow, 
but also with satisfaction that they are 
safe, realizing the joy they will feel 
when they: are returned. In robbing 
Venice the enemy would commit the 
greatest infamy of the war, for_ she 
would be robbing the whole ‘world, to 
which the supreme beauty of Venico 
belongs.”’

Herald, died yesterday from pneumonia | ® 
at his home, 151 Franklin Avenue, New 
Brighton, S. I. Mr. Hille resigned 
from The Herald: in last tember - to 
become associate editor of e Hotel 
Reporter. 

Mr. Hillegas was born in Pennsburg, 
Penn., Dec. 30, 1872, a son of Dr. John 
Gery Hill and Catharine Ziegler 
Hillegas. was a descendant of 
Michael Hillegas, first Treasurer of the 
United States. He was graduated from 
Franklin and Marshall ‘College in 1894, 
and in the following year he.came to 
this city, joining the staff of The New 
York orld, In 1 he was sent to 
South Africa as a correspondent of The 
World in the Boer war. He was the 
first correspondent to announce that 
the fighting between the British and the 
Boers had commenced. 

On his return to this country, in 1898, 
Mr. Hillegas, who h been a close 
friend of neral' ‘‘Oom Paul” Krtger, 
Commander of the Boers, ublishe a 
book entitled ‘‘Oom Paul’s People.” In 
1900 his books, ‘‘ The Boers in the War.”’

At-the time of his death he orn 
in preparation a book on the minor wars 
of the United States. On his return from 
a trip around the world in 1901 Mr.

** We have had lots of bad. laws that 
looked all right when they were advo- 
eated,’’ replied the Lawyer, ‘“ We are 
continually jcining in some popular ery 
and denvuncing all who don‘t join fn it 
as thieves and villains; and then, when 
we have our way, the law we have clam- 
ored for turns cut to be a bad one and 
the thieves and v‘llains to have been 
merely henest folks like ourselves, but 
with a little more foresight than we had. 
That has been a striking characteristic 
of the last ten years. 

“And from that you mey learn that 
it isn’t enoveh to have good intentions. 
A voter isn’t performing his duty when 
he takes up some popular catchword be- 
cause he likes the sound of it and hur- 
rahs for it without having first found 
out what it really means and whether 
it is most likely to atcomplish the good 
that is claimed for it or not. More harm 
is done by foolish virtue in politics than 
by vice. 

‘Remember that it is perfectly easy 
to be an influence in politics, ou have 
had the idea that politics was a trade 
secret, a mystery, and that nobody could 
do anything in it without being initiated. 
i think after tonight's talk you no longer 
have that idea. You know now that 
organization will work wondéys ; that no 
technical knowledge is necessary to form 
organizations: that the machine is al- 
ways at the mercy of the voter; that_ 
the legisla.or if responsive to him, and 
that the voter m@ans you. 

“And yet you have some doubts. You 
are not sure why. And they are well 
founded. If it is so easy as all that, why 
isn’t it done? you say. But you have 
had the answer to that, too, tonight. 
You know now that while this mighty 
power is always in the voter's hands, he 
can rarely be roused to exercise it; and 
you see, I think, that there ia never go- 
ing to be any millennium, any Golden 
Age, in which the voter as a class will 
be roused out of his torpor. He can be 
roused, he is roused, but, as Gladstone 
says, he is ‘ sure after a little while to 
sink back into his slumber.’ 

**So, for the few who are willing to 
take their duty seriously and try to 
perform it well, the conflict is eternal. 
You. must resign yourself to that.. If 
you. don’t like the prospect, you can 
Avoid it by simply shirking your duty. 
You can refuse to vote at the primaries, 
to study up public questions, to acqueint 
yourself? with what is going on; to-take 
part in organized movements for im- 
proving conditions, You can ratisfy 
yourself by merely going to the polls 
oncé a year, as most men do, and cast- 
ing a haphazard vote without really 
knowing why; you can even, as many 
men and wonien do, stay away from 
the polls. « 

* But if you do this, I hope you will 
have the decency not to complain about 
the results. 1 hope you will have the 
décency not to whine about corruption 
in, politics, about the city being badly 
ruled, about the Gdévernment being in- 
efficent or tyrannical. I hope you will 
never growl about the streets being 
dirty, or the death rate too high, or your 
taxes unfair, or vice open and flaunt- 
ing, or anything. For it will be your 
fault. It will not be because bosses 
aré wicked oF politicians greedy or polt- 
ties a cesspool; it will be because you 
yourselt did not take the trouble to 
avert these things.

‘* Let me add my little moral,"’ said 
the ex-Congressmén. ‘If you want to | 
be efficient in exercising your new! 
duties, don't entertain the idea that | 
public afficials are divided into two;

private life, and there are very few in! 
Congress, Hardly anybody you know is | 
all black or, all white; the prevailing | 
color is gray.

‘*T remember a friend of mine, a | 
settlement worker; who came to Wash- 
ington, and I took him into the gallery 
and pointed out the ‘notables to him. 
After each name he would ask, ‘Js he 
a good man?’ and J] would answer, 
‘Heo’s very efficient in hia jline,’ or 
‘ He doesn't ett much figure down here.’ 
But after awhile it dawned on me that 
he and I were thinking of entirely dif- 
ferent things. When you say in Wash-" 
ington that a Congressman is a good 
man you mean that he is capable, ef- 
fective. But 1 saw that my friend had 
it in his miind that Congress was divided | 
sharply fhto two-camps; one consisting | 
of faithful friends of the people, the ! 
other consisting of slimy tools of 





“It isn’t so, either there er at the 
State Capitol or heré on this block, or 
anywhere in the world. When any con- 
siderable number of folks are agliating 
for a reform they usually denounce all 
the législators who don’t agree with 
them in some such terms. It is a 
method that has:its uses; what 4 re- 
form néeds to make it succeed is popular 
indignation, and you can never make 
people indignant BY saying, ‘ The poii- 
ticlans who are opposing our reform are 
a well-intentionéd set of meh, but they 
don’t understand the matter as we do.’ 
No, but you can work up the required 
amcunt of indignation easily if you say, 
‘The politicians who are opposing us 
are a set of scoundrels who have sold 
theinselves to the Swivel Trust.’ 

** Nevertheless, while that mode of at- 
tack is effective so far as the particular | 
reform you are pushing is concerned, its | 
steady practice doesn’t make you effi-! 
cient for good government in the 
broader way. I would like to see you 
intelligently effective for good, ‘not nar- 
rowly effective in one matter where 
your effectiveness was gained in a way 
1 despise. And to be truly effective one 
must be guided by the truth; and the 
truih is that politicians and legislators 
are not divided into two armies, one 
commanded by the Angel Gabriel and 
one by Satan. Not one bit more than 
the rest of us.” 


‘* How about your moral?” said Anna, 
turning to the Correspondent with a 
smile. ‘‘ They've all given one but you.” 

“IT didn’t intend to make any,’ he 
said. ‘' But if I must, then let me say 
that this Government is to be what you 
make it, as the Lawyer has said, and 
that as it is today it is what we have 
been making it for thirteen decades. 
Each generation has brought its con- 
tribution to the making of the house 
wherein we live. The house will never 
be a finished form; it will always be un- 
dergoing change. But hitherto § the 
changes have always been made in one 
direction; story has been built on story, 
addition has been madé to addition, and 
never: but once has there been an at- 
tempt to destroy any of it, never in our 
history has there been an attempt to 
raze it to’ the foundations and build 
anew. 


‘The old house that I was born in is 
dear to me; and it has been dear to all: 
the generations that have lived and died 
in it. They have changed ity structure, 
sometimes rudely, but they havé always 
had a. saving love for the édifice itself, 
and the hands they have raised have 
never beén raised in ‘hostility. Today 
there is a different spirit in the land, a 
spirit which seea.nothing of value in the 
old house, which sees only the ground 
under the house. Those who have this 
spirit did not grow up in the old house, 
have no ties with it, feel nothing of the 
influence of its associations. - They stép 
into it full grown, look at it with ap- 
praising eyes, and conclude that it must 
be torn down and a new and scientific 
structure peut be put up at onee on its 
ruins. 

“I do not blame them. They come 
from other lands, and to them the housé 
is not a home, but just a building. You 
will meet this spirit before you have 
journeyéd very far in politics. You 
have doubtless met it already. I do not 
blame them, but if I were a new voter 
I should face that spirit firm)y and say 
to it, ‘ This old house has undergone in- 
eessant changé since it was put up at 
Philadelphia in 1787, and wherever 
change can improve it, I am for change 
still; but destroy it I will not, no mat- 
ter how fair the picturé you pint of the 
shining castle you wish te erect on its 
site. This old house of the Constitution 
is mine in trust, and I will no more con- 
sent to its wrecking than I would ¢on- 
sent to burn Up its memories." ’”’ 

The Correspondent spoke slowly and 
gravely. Theré Was a moment’s silénce. 
He loeked up and glanced around the’ 
circlé, and then rese to go.

possibility of congestion to a minimum 
‘when in full operation. “ 

Owing to the penalties provided by the 
division for not removing freight 
promptly, the report said the, arrange- 
ment should automatically reduce time 
carload freight, but if such result was 
not obtaincd, it was suggested that car- 
riers reduce the present free time allow- 
ance and thereby provide for greater use 
of facilities. The committee held to its 
earlier opinion that store door dveliv- 
eries should not be undertaken by car- 
riers. 

It was recommended that receivers of 
less than carload freight be required to 
file with station agents an agreement 
that they will send their own vehicles 
to stations and remove’all less than car- 
load lots consigned to them not later 
than the day following date ‘of arrival 
notice, or else give instructions to de- 
liver all such ‘freight to a specified 
trucking concern. Another suggestion 
was that all existing provisions for free 
time or storage on less than carloads 
be cancelled. 

Prompt clearing of snow at freight 
terminals was urged to obviate delays 
to teams in hauling freight to and from 
terminals. :

ENDS ‘SHOO-FLIES' 

Commissioner Announces That He 

Has Substituted the Honor Sys- 
tem for Old Espionage. 


- Governor, Whitman while in this city 
yestérday set at rest rumors that he was 
taking a-~personal hand in the local 
police situation. He said it would be 
foolish to suppose that he had any idea 
of interfering with the conduct of the 
Police Department at this time, and that 
it would: be: equally foolish to suppose 
that he: had, overlooked the fact. that the 


people at the last election gave Mayor 
-Hylan ‘a> very substantial majority. 
added that he hoped Mayor Hylan’s ad-

ministration would be a successful one. 


Police. Commissioner Enright added to 
his popularity with the force yesterday 
by abolishing the ‘‘ shoo-fly ’’ system, 
which was established when Colonel 
‘Theodore Roosevelt was President of the 


‘Board of Police Commissioners twenty- 


three years ago, and has been in exist- 
ence ever since. The ‘* shoo-flies ’’ are 
policem@n .of various ranks in plain 
clothes who have been sent out directly 
from Police Headquarters to make re- 
ports on the conditions in different pre- 
cincts: and to notify thé Commissioner 
whenever they found patrolmen, Ser- 
geants, Lieutenants, Captains, or In- 
spectors at fault. Since the war the 
** shoo-flies ** have been largely renamed 
** the submarines.’’ 


For the “ shoo-fly ’’ system, Commis- 
sioner Enright announced that he has 
substituted ‘the honor system. The men 
who have been assigned to inspect con- 
ditions and call the attention of Police 
Headquarters to derelictions of police- 
men and police officers of every grade

}| tave been placed on duty 
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i on duty tr various pre-. 
cincts. In his speech on Monday to the 
Police Inspectors, and in a talk yester- 
day. to Captains and Lieutenants, Com- 
missioner Enright explained that he ex- 
pected. to maintain the Police Depart- 
ment at.the highest pitch of efficiency 
by. putting the policeman. on ‘his honor 
to patrol beat ‘faithfully and py 
holding every officer from Inspector to 
Sergeant strictly’ responsible for the 
work of'all men under his. command. 

While. grave abuses rendered the 
“shoo-fly '* system necessary in the days 
of Colone] Roosevelt, who ovcasionally 
acted as his own “‘ shoo-fly,” the method. 
has been modified from time to time 
since then, though never completely 
abandoned. Lieuténant Charles Becker, 
who was-put to death for the murder 
of Herman Rosenthal, was practically a 
“ shoo-fly,” because his duty was to in- 
vade.the districts of Inspectors all over 
the city and to make raids of gambling 
places which were either paying graft 
or running too secretly to be raided by 
the regular force. Becker’s energy en- 
abled him to get such a command of the 
gambling situation that he was alleged 
to have gained control of graft pay- 
ments.and to have ordered the murder 
of Hermgn Rosenthal, who opposed 
him. ; 

Under Police Commissioner Woods a 
numbér of Lieutenants and Sergeants 
held roving commissions to watch the 
work of Inspectors and their. staffs. 
They reported directly to Police Head- 
quarters, and the identity of many of 
them was unknown. Frequently Cap- 
tains, Lieutenants, and others were 
called upon the carpet and questioned on 
charges, without having the slightest 
idea how the information sot to the 
Commissioner. Inspectors. Were. reduced 
to Captains, and Captains, Lieutenants, 
and policemen of minor grades trans- 
ferred frequently for reasons which were 
never made known. , 

No more ingratiating move with the 
Police Department as a whole has ever 


been made than Commissioner Enright’s 
abolition of ."‘ shoo-flies ’’ and ‘‘ subma- 
rines’’ on the ground that the force is 
today clean and self-respecting enough 
to maintain discipline. and reject temp- 
tation, without being ‘kept in fear of 
this form of espionage. ther Commis- 
sioners have considered the system es- 
sential for the purpose of keeping the 
Commissioner informed and of checking 
pA the reports af subordinates.

$8,518, so that his nét estate was only. 
$14. He held real estate at 8 West 
Ninety-fifth ptropt and 1,655. Mount 
Hope Avenue,”

He also owned 100 acres-in Nova Sco- 
tia, worth $300, but the property is not 
taxable here. His will put his estate in 
trust for his wife, Eleanor.
